Tliu 
Alaska discoverer, whusu iiamo should 
liavo boon givou as ScheilVuliu, instuad of 
iSchuUoliii — 8.S was tulograplied — ia cIk' 
mall who located tliu ricli mines at Tomb- 
stone, A. T., and fuuiuled and named the 
town. The story of tliu "find" is a re- 
markable one. "Kd" .Sclieili'eliu, with 
his brothors and ono or two companions, 
was prospecting in Soiitlioni .\ri7.0na .'iome 
f.'iiir or live years ago, when the eeuiitry 
contained cumiiaratively few wliite men 
and was overrun by hostile Apaelio.s, Tlio 
party, in Western parlauce, were "down 
on thoirluek." Thoy had made no strikes, 
iind their supplies wore runniim low. It 
was u condition of atfairs which Scheiffe 
liii was inunid in, for he liad been so re 
duced as to live on meal and beans given 
iiini in eainp as an act uf charity. Fin- 
ally they resolved, in dcMiieratioii , to 
start across into what is mnv knouii as 
t he Tcn'bstonu district. CSiiur [.rosnec 
tors had l-'-pt away from fear of the In- 
dians, 'ih't country wus dry and deso- 
late, anil c'liitaiiis but littlo game. The 
few iiitiii .-ra had never returned. 

Whon heiU'eliii's little party aiiimune- 
cd their i' .'terminatiuii it was generally 
predicted tliut they would meet death by 
Apache bullets or by .starvatitn. ''AH 
you will iiiKl will be your tomhstoue," 
was the sarcastic farewidl of a miner as 
the adventurous band started into the 
barren hills. Tiioy journeyed through 
carti and inesipiitii, erws.sed airoyaa ami 
climbed hills, examining ledges and crop 
pings and scrutinizing ovury ruck fur 
signs of pay ore that miyht lead in the 
discovery of a vein. .\11 the time they 
kept u keen outlook for .Apaches. 'I'hey 
slept rille in hand, while a faithful watch 
was kept thruughuut the night. Iliit they 
found nothing. Foutsurc, we;iry and dis- 
couraged, they camped on the [iresentsite 
of the town of Tombstone. Their provi- 
sions were nearly exhausted. It was ini- 
jierative for them to find food at fuiee, f)r 
give up their attempt and tin 11 backward. 
One of the party, taking hi.s rifle, went 
out to hunt for a deer. In his absence 
the others hopelessly began e.\aniiiiing 
tho rocky ground near their camp,' and at 
last fortune proved kind. When the hun- 
ter returned he found that ho aiid his 
companions were iniUionaires. 'I'ln-y liad 
found a rich outcropping uf ..re that linit- 
ed at the wealth beneath their feet. I'liey 
"located" their claims, and after a period 
of waitini; partially developied them. 

In May, IBSO, "Ed" Schoiirelin and 
liis brothers sold their share in these 
mines for a round million to a I'hiladel

When tho news of the strike went out 
and prospectors ru.slied in, .Scheiffolin, as 
tho "oldeat inliabitant ' aiui fuiinder, was 
a.iked to name ihe town, lie rec.illeil the 
parting words of the miner wlieii be 
started out, and said: "Call it Tomb- 
stone." The outcrop first discovered was 
supposed to be from a vein, but, on ex- 
ploration, has proved to indicate a rich 
deposit, in place of which there is now an 
immense yawning gulf. Several claims 
wura laid out wlindi have Hincc developed 
into mines, and some pr(jbably wmked 
out, but they still hear tho tuneful names 
of "Owl's Last Hoot," "Lucky Cuss, ' 
"Tough Nut," and "Good Enough," 
while one ia named the "Tribune." But 
Scheiffelin was too thoroughly infected 
with the mining fever tu bo content with 
his suddenly acciuin-d riches. Within 
tho last year he fitted nut ;i small sleainer 
at San Francisco, gathered about him a 
party of adventurers, and started to seek 
the golden fleece in tho frozen wilds of 
Alaska.

thiiii ^Vil^^■on-''>^ll^•^\^^ll^±■ '['„ have 
proved lliu ..iciibiUty uf a work 
of such magnitude waa, he cou- 
aidered, a matter for pride tu tliD.io ulio 
were the authors uf that proof, but in 
addition lie thought they uught claim tu 
have made tho subject of oonnectin'j 
France and England by a tunnel iuul„i 
tho sea a quoscioii of wiu'ld-wiile discus- 
sion. Ill every Engli.sl'.-H[)OMkinf! country 
certainly the qucation hail been iiiul was 
boing frequently diseu-H.sed, and it was 
VBry odd tliat tiio only nation in which 
there was a whisper of dissent to tliat 
which was now the only remaining' puint 
—namely, whether the work, iia !i n;uion. 
al question, might lo be done at all— was 
this country. Alier referring lo tho pre- 
judice against the igreat exhibition of 
1851, lie quoted si'mo remarks made by 
M. Grevy a short time ago to an address 
from some English working men. Sir 
Edward NVatkiiis contended that he felt 
rather iislianied of .some rf his country- 
men when they talkt tl aboul dreaduig an 
attack from Franee or any other country. 
'I'he moment that wo were .so weak that 
we could be attacked he maintained that 
we deserved to be attacked. For his own 
part ho did not believe in any fear of in- 
vasion, but rather in the niiuihood and 
solidity uf his counlrynie:!. 'i'hey had 
had some brilliant testimony to the value 
of connecting the two countries. 'I'he 
chief argument of I'rineu Albert in favor 
of the work w:is thai Kuroiiu would bo- 
c9mo a great hostile combination commer- 
cially against England, and that En;;land 
would be seriously injured in the lonj; 
run, if the tunnel were not con.stnictod. 
Cobdeu said that "the great arch of alli- 
ance" between the tivo countries was tho 
tunnel, and further that the good feeliIl^' 
which existed between the upper cla^.-es 
ought to penetrate tho masses of the two 
uation.s. He had seen it stated in Franco 
and Eni:;land pa[)eis that RI. Thiers was 
opposed to connecting the two countries 
by a tunnel, but he (the eliairnuui) was a 
living witness to the . onlrary. ^M. 'I'liiers 
said to him ".My only dilUculty is that, 
from the inf(irmati(jii I have, it will take 
so long a time that 1 am afraid it will 
nover bo dom;. If it can be done it is 
the greatest work of civdizatioii of the 
century." In KSTS, too, in company with 
Lord Brabourne, lie (tho chairman) had 
to see M. Uauibetta to reniovo some dif- 
ficulties as towo<k< fur improving the 
harbor at Boulogne to facilitate coinnuini- 
catiuns between the two countries. .M. 
(Jambotta hiiusell ihoii raised the ([Ues- 
tion of the tunnel, stating that if it were 
only made it would bo a perfect cure, 
whereas tho works of the liarbuur woiikl, 
to use tho late statesman's words, bo a 
"mere alleviation." Ho believed that 
the cost of the Channel Tunnel would not 
very much e.xcee 1 wliat it wouhl be if 
the work wore on kind instead of under 
tho sea. Instoail, leo.vevor, of taking the 
costal L'Cj,000 a mile, lot Ihem assume 
that it would bo £100,000 a mile, and 
that would represent a cost of £2, 4^10, • 
000 for the tunnel under the sea. He 
believed tho estimate of £300,000 for the 
tunnel to connect tho Chatham and Dover 
and tho Houlh-Easterii Itailways woulil 
not be exceeded. Tho entire cost of the 
work, therefore, came to only £3,000,000, 
and, if that wore so, it should, he main- 
tained, bo one of the most protitable on- 
torprisea over undertakon. 1 [ i.s colleague, 
Mr. Withers, reminded hiiu that there 
was a rumor thai morning of an arrange- 
ment having been in ule Ijy which the 
Irish mails would be accelerated by one 
hour. The Channel Tunnel would accel- 
erate the mails by two hours, not only 
between EiigLaiul and France, bul be- 
tween Englaiul and all Jvirope, and be- 
tween England and Jiidia. llu uas one 
of those iviio thought that the tunnel 
should be tho properly of tlie nation. He 
had advocated that with the government, 
but tho government had thought flt to re- 
ply that the work was not one to bo taken 
out of tho category of thi'sc works which 
in this country wei-e usually executed by 
private enterprise. They were now wait- 
ing for tho verdicl of the government and 
uf parliament, lie had toM them tho 
opinions of Friiico Albert, Mr. C'obdeu, 
and MAI. Grdvy, 'I'hiers, and (lainbett.a, 
and ho asked the sharehoKler.M, a.s iMiuli.di 
citizens, whether it was nut tiaie llial 
some one on the part of our govonmieni, 
did that which tho government had hith- 
erto been silent upon — announce to them 
whether the disciples of tho late Mr. Cob- 
den bolioved in him still, or whether 
they thought the p.dicy of i.solation nnd 
separation was to be riMiistil uted between 
England and France. He did not think 
that a govornment had a right, on so im- 
portant an international (lUestion, to pre- 
serve absolute silence, and ho considored 
that, before the company intrcjduced 
tlioir bill into parliament, Mr. fJladstone 
and Mr. F.right especially, a.s friei;ds and 
aasifitants of .Mr. Uobden in proeuiing the 
French 'I'reaty, ought to give their opin- 
ions publicly ill no uncertain language, 
and to lot the English piM.pIe know what 
the loaders of the popular party in this 
country thought about the subject. .As 
regarded tho finances of tho company, 
until tlioy knew the tleciaion uf parlia- 
ment they could simply preserve their 
works and stand still. Mr. Edward Ca«- 
lett then addressed the meeting. He 
said it was not the w nkmen of England 
who feared an inva-nion of Franco or any 
foreign wars. 'I'hey could not suppose 
that the govornment of the country was 
really adverse to tho undertaking, .Such 
men as Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Bright, Lord 
Hartington, and Sir C. Dilko would not 
oppose facilities of communication with a 
sister country like France. The opp(.si- 
tion, strange to .'iay, procooded from a 
section of our military authorities, head- 
ed by the hero of Tol ol-Kebir— a fact 
which seemed the mnst curious point of 
all. . He only hopod that the dilliculty 
would be surmounted; and surely, if tho 
necessity arose, there wore means by 
which the tunnol niiglit bo destroyed. 
("Hear, hear " from the chairman.) He 
hoped that those connectod with the un- 
dertaking would not lose heart, for he 
■was sure that in proaecuting tho work 
. they would have the support of the great 
inft» of tlie< Eugltrh ptople. The meet- 



ing unanimously passed resolutions in 
favor of the prosecution of tho scliomo 
and then adjourned. I'ublic fooling in 
England is rapidly changing in favor of 
tho scheme. The French government and 
pooplu are thoroughly committed to the 
scheino, and it is confidently hopod that 
the absurd prejudice which exist.-t in mili- 
tary minds the tunnel will be overcome 
by the adoption of every prcciuition 
against its being used for the purposes of 
invasion. 



I:EV. HOBrAiT VULLYEJi ON Till-: 

!<aui:atii. 

Thin oniinont New York divine, second 
only in eloquence and iniiueuce to Tal- 
mage and Beecher, has been giving utter- 
ance to his views in the church of tho 

Messiah on tho recently passed Sunday 
law in that city, which seems to be very 
puritanical in its provisions. Founding 
his di.scoursc on that part of the gospel 
which contains this declaration of tlio .Sa- 
vior: " Tlio Sabbath was made for man 
and not man for the Sabbath," he pro- 
ceeded to say that " the poor old iipple 
woman on the street corner had been 
oiuifrontcd by the ghost of the Puritan 
sabbath, and it had threatened to devour 
lo r and her table. The poor little news 
liu\ s had hoard it and had shaken in their 
L,ho,'.i. The bravest little fellows oiiMan- 
hattan Island wore the newsboys. They 
could give moat of ns points in endurance 
Uut there was no hope for thcin on that 
Sunday when the gho.st miulo its appear- 
ance. The watchdogs of .Moses were af- 
ter thoni and they had no alternative of 
being led off by the ears or of being 
' stuck ' with their papers." Mr. Collier 
said " he wouldn't like to repeat all tho 
newsboys said that day, but ho was not 
sure that tho recording angol had not 
blutted it all out with the tears Hhed by 
the little ones. One pathetic little crip- 
ple on Union S(piare was warned by a 
friendly policeman that the Sabbatarian 
scouts were out and that ho had better 
hide himself in his den. There wore 
tiiousands of poor creatures wanting food 
for themselves and their children, but they 
found that the ghost had hi.s eye on thorn, 
and meant business. They meant busi- 
ness too, but they couldn't do it. It was 
an old saying that the rich kept the feasts 
of the church and loft the fasts to the 
poor.

Mr. CoUyor's 
newsboy had whispered to him, "They'll 
be after us to-morrow, but you eb.all have 
your paper. " lie thought tho etliti>i s 
and proprietors of papers w ho made the 
first sale should be hauled up and not the 
small hoys who distributed them, It is 
strange, but no less strange than true, 
tliat a prejudice, which cannot but be 
c nsidered unreasonable, exists in tho 
nnnd.s of many .Sabbatarians of the strict- 
er sort against taking in or reading a 
Sunday morning paper. Those, fur tho 
most part, well meaning Christians forget 
that all tho manual labor on a Suntlay 
morning paper is done on the Saturday, 
and after soveii o'clock on the Sunday 
inorning the establishinout is shut up and 
everything is <iuiet. It is therefore only 
tho distribution which takes place on the 
Lord's day and that is accomplished be- 
fore a large majority of people are out of 
their beds. Vfhh 19 cut of every 20 of 
the Monday morning publication.s it i-i 
ipiite ditTeront. The major portion of 
the work is done exclusively on the Sun- 
day. Editors, reporters, conijioditors 
and sometimes pressmen are busy most 
of the day and with thoin the usual day 
of rest is one of toil and close attention 
j to work. There is no doubt that the 
I drastic Sabbath law of New York city is a 
[ great hardshil) in .his particular, asapro- 
I hibition of the sale of Sunday inorning 
I papers is virtu.-dly a pri hibiti(jii to eat on 
j that day to hundredaof faniilios and thous- 
ands of individuals. While agreeing 
! with iMr, Collyor that closing saloons and 
grogeries is a good thing, yet it must be 
ailuiitted that in many other particulars 
he takes very extronie views of Sabbath 
obsorvanco or rather non-obaervaiito . 
There is certainly a moan between the 
extreme of puritanisin and that uf Mr. 
CoUyer and others who advocate the 
doing of every man as seemeth right in 
his own eyes, regardless alike dI the ne- 
cessity of a day of rest or the higher in- 
junction to "keep holy tho Sabbath day.

The 
freight rate on tlieco houses from Walker- 
ton to Chicago is ^•lO a car; from Chicago 
to Minneapolis, 820 a ear. The charge 
the balance of the way is enormous, ow- 
ing to the lack of competition, the co.st 
of a medium car through from the start 
to Winnipeg being §301. Tho large one.t 
used by the Truaxes cost more. With 
British Columbia's inexhaustible tiiulier 
resurcos there is no reason why wholo 
cities shouhl not be manufactured at 
lUurard Inlet and other lumbering cen- 
tres and transported over the C. F. U. F.

TUE K.\Tll.\DITION C.V.SE. 

The twu months having eipited for 
which the Seattle saloon robbers — Har- 
nian and Dixon— wore remanded back to 
gaol, again appe.ired before the court yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Mr. C. Wilson, for Mr. T. Davie, ap- 
peared for Washington Territory. 

The prisoners were represented by Mr. 
Jackson. 

Tho prisoners now applied for their 
discharge in accordance with an applica- 
tion made when last before the court. 

Mr. Jackson (juoted authority from tho 
extradition treaty for this application. A 
telegram had boon forwarded to tho aoc- 
lotary of state for Canada on tho 19tii in- 
stant, notifying him that the application 
would bo made. 

Mr. Wilson referred to an imperial act 
of l.STO to show that the applicaiion 
should have been made to tho governor- 
general and not to the secretary of state, 
lie contended first that the telegram was 
not a notice, as there was no proof that 
it hatl been recaived; and second that the 
secretary of state was not the proper per- 
son to a[)ply to, He read an atiidavit 
from Seattle .stating that an a[)plicatioii 
had been made by the authorities of tho 
I'nited States to the governor-general of 
Canada for the necessary oxtraditiun pa- 
pers to take the prisoners back to Seattle 
and tliiil aiii'h w.-irrant w,-i.i on ita way to 
tlii.s city ai:il \\mild arrive in due cmirao 
of mail. '1 wo letters uerb also referred 
to, one of them tn .^Ir, T. Davie and the 
oilier to the supt;nnteiulent of ptdice, to 
the same elfect. 

His lordship remarked that he could 
not con.-^ider the notice by telegram ti 
reasoiiiilde notice. Hi! could nut see that 
siu.di a notice came untler the statute. 

Mr Jack.son ciinteiided that the mean- 
ing of the statute was that if at the ex- 
piration iif two months the prisoners had 
Hot been delivered up, they should be 
discharged. He did n<it exiiect however 
thai his lorilihi[i woiiKl ilireot tluiir dis- 
charge at once, as a reply might arrive 
from the secretary of state in a few hours. 

The court said it must give the autiior- 
ities time to remit the application for dis- 
charge:. This had not been done, as only 
four d.iys had elapsed since the telegram 
had been sent and lakiiit; into considora- 
tinii the fact that the governor-general 
had \>vcv. away for a length of dine, and 
t'lat the linert are often out of order, he 
wmild not accept such a notice. 

Mr. .laek.siui wanted to know what lliu 
court did consider a reasonable notioj. 
He Would have to apply for an order to 
bring the prisoners over to court daily 
till a reasonable time had elapsed. 'J'ho 
liberty of the .subject shoidd be tr.ken 
into consideration, and it was hard for 
I ho men to be in gaol for an indefinite 
time. 

Mr. Wilson asked for a remand for 
another two months. 

His lordship would simply remand tho 
|u-isoiiers back into the custody of tho 
aiithnrities till further notice. 

Court adjourned.

lluiwnihli- (UiirleiHi'a of Ihe Senate, (ifii- 
tlemcn of Ih,- lluUiL- oj Coiitiiwns: 
It is my pleasing duty on the ojiening 
of a now perliamsiit to congratulate you 
on tho auspicious circumstances under 
whu-li you will begin your labors. 

Canada is in the enjoyment of peace 
and prosperity, and all her industries, ag- 
ricultural, manufacturing and commer- 
cial, are in a healthy and improving con- 
dition. 

Following the example of my distin- 
guished luedeccsBor, I paid a visit of somo 
length to British Columbia l.ast season. 
The great natural resources of thot pro- 
vince promise that as soon os the Pacific 
Railway is completed an impulse to its 
prosperity, commeiiBUrate with the pro- 
L'resa made elsewhere, will be assured. 
iSleanwhile, the disposal of the lands set 
a.iido in aid of tho railway to actual set- 
tlers will add to tho imjiortaiice and 
wealth of the province. 

While p.aasing through the United 
States I was rejoiced to observe many 
evokiices of regard for the empire of 
which this country forms so large a por- 
tion. May this fiiend.sliip, which is so 
fully returned by us, be as enduring as it 
is natural and advantageous to tho mutual 
interests of both great nations. 

The steady flow of settlers into Mani- 
toba and the Northwest territories last 
year, and the asauraiici'S received of .an 
increased immigration during the coming 
season, promise well for the early devel- 
opment of those fertile and salubrious re- 
gions 

It is impoitant tlmt tho laws relating 
to the representation of the people in par- 
lianiont should bo amended, and the elec- 
toral franchises in existence in the several 
provinces assimilated. A measure for this 
purpose will be aubinitteil for your con- 
sideration. 

I am advised that the judgment of the 
lords of the judicial commitiee of the 
privy council, delivered la.st .fuiio on the 
appeal of Russell vs. the t^lueen' goes to 
nhow, that in order to [jrevent the unre- 
strained sale of into-vicaling liquors, and 
for that purpose to regulate the granting 
of .shop, saloon ;md tavern licenses, legis- 
lation by the Dominion parliament will bo 
necessary. Your earnest consideration of 
this important subject is desired. 

Your attent ion is specially invited to a 
measure regulating factory labor and the 
protection nf the workinginaii and bi.s 
family . 

Hill for the consolidation and ainend- 
nieiit of tho laws relating to tlio customs, 
the militia, and the public lands, will be 
laid before ytm. 

Among other measures, bills will be 
presented to you respecting the civil ser- 
vice, the acts relating to banking ami the 
examination of masters ami mates of ves 
sels navigating our inland waters. 

I am glad to be able to inform you that 
tho progress of the Canadian Pacific Kail- 
way has lieen ipiite unprecedented. Traf- 
fic can 1 iw bo carried on the main line 
from 'I liunder Bay to within fifty miles of 
croBsii of the South Saskatchewan, a 
j distance of over one thousand miles. It 
I is confidently expected that the Rocky 
iMountains will be reached during the 
liresent yetir, and that within the same 
] peri<id substantial progress will be made 
1 on the Lake .Superior Section of the rail- 
1 way, and the track laid upon a large por- 
I tion of the road now under contract in 
British Columbia. 

1 havo also plea-isure in stating that the 
trallic on the I . ri nbuiial railway is 
largely in e.\ces;; I ' .-y former year, and 
that the balance in favor of the road 
shows a gratifying increase. 

(lenthvicn of th< House of Commons: 

The accounts of the last fiscal year will 
be laid before you. 

You will he pleased to learn that, not- 
withstanding the expenditure on capital 
account amounted to more than seven 
millions of dollars, the surplus of the con- 
solidated revenue, together with the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of tho lands in the 
northwest during the year, were more 
than sufiicioiit to cover that expenditure, 
and tin t tho net debt at the close of the 
year and tho amount of interest paid 
thereon were loss than for the year pre- 
vious. 

Tho estimates for tho ensuing year will 
also bo submitted.

LEADING LOITDON TOPICS. 

Tho Cponine of ParliamDnt— Gonoral 
Notes. 

New York, Fob^IS. — .-V cable special 
to the Tribune from London, of February 
17th, says: The session of parliament 
has opened languidly with the Queen's 
address, which Lord .Salisbury in a hair- 
splitting speech pronounced impalpable. 
It was followed in both Houses by de- 
bates which the public declines to con- 
sider important. The conservatives never 
appeared more destitute in policy or more 
hopeless.of success. The niitiistcrial [iro- 
granitiie as ollicially declared varies little 
from previous statements. Tho first 
division on the point whether Mr. Hcaly a 
imprisonment should be cmisidered a 
question <if privilege showed the Par- 
iiellities to be again reinforced by a small 
body of Radicals. The Egyiitian divis- 
ion, which occurred l.ist night, saw tho 
Irish faction sii|iiHirting the conserva- 
tives. 'J'he debate oil the addres.s tlireal- 
onr, to c.'.tend. ''>>•.. ogb m xt week, but the 
speeches havo been made thus far to 
empty benches. All the meinbors say 
they seldom knew of the liouso begin- 
ning work ao devoid of spirit. Tho con- 
servatives bosiiated whetlier to take part 
in the I'',g3-i>t i:in dib.ite. Sir St.-ilhutl 
Northcoteat tirst reji.Ming the temptatinii, 
then finally, as u.fual, acquiescing. The 
debate, fruin beginning to end, had iiu 
latent reality. Tho tories cheered to in- 
timate their satiafactiun with the smuU- 
ness of the minislevial majority, which 
was only H5; but less than half of tlie 
whole huu.se voted. 

I'll K iKisii 1,0 i;s I I i s . 

Tne real troubles of the miiii^try are 
expected to begin next week, wiien the 
Irish amendment to the Queen's speech 
will be iliscu.s.sed. Thu I'arnullites, yield- 
ing to a groiiniUe.ss aiiim lirii.sion that they 
might possibly be sii.spected of [lalriotic 
modesty, proclainu'd early this week their 
resolve to embarras.i the guverninent ami 
to obstruct public business. It is under- 
stood that Parnell will take an early op 
portunity for testing tho efficiency nf the 
new rule. The luimberof new Irish bills 
which have already lieeii given publicity 
allows a determiiiatMii mi bi.s part tnmake 
this, liko tho last, tin Irish se.s.sioii. The 
[lolitical alliance between I'arnell and 
Lord Randolph Churchill is apparently 
closer than ever. Lord Randolph led otf 
an attack on Trevelyan and the Govern- 
ment's Irish [lolicy in general, sneering at 
tho'methoda of its e.xeciition. Tiio /•';>'!'- 
?a(i/i',< JoxinuO has given an oiniinHis iii- 
tiination that Trevelyan will receive In 
the future the same Ireatiiieiit as Kiii-.ster. 
This means that the Parnellities, despair- 
ing of cajoling, are determined to harrass 
tho present Chief Secretary by the same 
methods which were directeil against his 
[iredecussors.

Tho pessimistio and perverse views of 
tho crisis in France which continue to 
prevail in England are duo mainly to the 
persistent partisanship of the Paris corre 
apondonts of London nowsjiapors. 'I hese 
gentleinen tiro all reactionaries and arc 
busily engaged in writing down the re- 
public. They have Hucceeded in creating 
Something like a panic in London, where 
the belief prevails,iu many quarters, that 
a revolution is imminent in France. It 
is alleged that commcrciid and financial 
difficulties are adding to tho feeling of 
alarm, for which thus far there is little 
substantial grouiul.

\ cable special to the D'orld from Lon- 
don says: Although the Bradlaugh d'.;m- 
onstration was ridiculed by most of the 
London papers, and by some it w.aa ridi- 
culed mercilessly, it sufficed to cause the 
government to surrender to tho agitation. 
I havo the best authority for the state- 
ment that the Atfirination bill was an af 
ter thought. In [loiiit of fact, it was nut 
decided upon until in tho afternoon of 
tho the first day of the session. 'I'he bill 
is regarded aa a great mistake by many 
of the best anil hitherto nmst faithful 
friends of tho government. Tho relig- 
ions element of the coiniiiiiiiity is every^ j 
where strongly npiiosed to the idnl of 
special legislation in favi.r of Hradlaiigl;. ;

I'arliiiineiit convened 
very quietly Thursday and the chief in- 
terest attached to Bradlaugh and his ef- 
forts to gain hia seat. Tho energy and 
determination with which he managed 
the public denionstriuion in his favuraiid 
the extent of agittition which he excited 
in the public prints and ainuiig socit-.l or- 
ganizations had their effect on the gov 
ernmont, and resulted in the ileclaration 
that a bill allowing affirmation by mein- 
ber.s would be introduced at s\\\ early tlate. 
This i.s, of eour.se, a practical triuinpli fur 
the chief atliei.st in iMigland. It has been

station, A clue is said to have been 
traced to an Icelandic woman.

But if a it 
care of a hot-bccl will take time thot can 
be better employed otherwise, it is not 
worth whilo for him to make one for the 
Kulo j'mr])ose of sii|)plyiiig hia own 
garden ■with ])lant,'!. It is better to buy 
the few iieoded plants, or, ■ norrer still, 
raise them in window- boxes. Wti liavo 
often referred to thoso, but thuu utility- 
does not Hpein to lie generally ajjpre- 
eiatod. They allow one to provide all 
the pilnnts of early cabbage, cuuli- 
flower, tomatoes, or whatever woultl 
be sown in a hot-bed, which are 
uoedod in an ortlinary garden, at no ex- 
penso ill nioiioy and very little time or 
cure in labor. Boxes are readily pro- 
cured at any oountrv .'store ; na tho win- 
dow- Box need ill' oiAy three iuidiea deep, 
an onliiiary box may iiHiudly bu aawod 
in two, using the top for the bottom of 
the upper half. Tlifise are to be nearly 
iilltnl wi'h liplit, rioli noil, in which the 
ticeds are to be sown, and kcqit in a sun- 
ny kitidien wimlow. When the plants 
sliow Ihe idu;.;li loaves, i. e., tho lenves 
that follow the seed-leuvo'.H, they aro to 
bo transiilanted to ot ber boxes and given 
more room. Some luanage by the use 
of old tomato aud oyster t^aus to raise a 
mpply of plants. It is ea.sy, if some 
one in the family will give tho 
needed attention, to thu.s have an ftbuu- 
daiico id plants for the family gartlon. — 
A iiierican Aariculturint. 



The Japancso Islands. 
"The area of Japan is abont 150,0OC 
square milos, comprising nearly 3,000 
Lshtmlii, mostly small. Of the four large 

ishuiils YesBO is most monntoiuous, 
though having somo extended plains 
well adapted to the prodiiction of wheat 
ami rye. Tln^ islaiul of Siigalian was 
ceded to Rus.uin in 1.S75. Ye.-iso and 
Oiirtilo islands are full of valuable tim- 
ber, The forests of Japan are mostly 
evergreen. 

In all alioiit ouo-tcnth of Japan is cul- 
tiviited, and only about oiie.-tourtli of it 
ia adiipted to ciiUivalion — an area 
Kcarci.-ly greiiti r than the State of il- 
liiioiss. Yet llie population Hiistained is 
a;i, 000,000. ot cmir.so tho population 
largely depends upon fish, of wliieli 
there is a surprising abiiudaiico. Ag- 
riculture hius hardly luade any adv.uice- 
meiit. In three ccBturies the p/odnct 
of tlu) country hua scarcely been in- 
creased. The tea rroduct now nmouuts 
to ueiuly 2.1,000,000 pounds annually.
